LETTERS FROM JAMES EDWARDS 
Submitted by Mrs. Sargent Pitcher, Jr., Baton Rouge, La. 


: The letters copied in part herein were taken from the copy book of James Edwards; said copy 
pook is in my husband's possession, James Edwards being his great grandfather. Mr. Edwards was 
porn September 4, 1819 in Abergavenny, Monmouthshire, Wales and was brought to the United States 
in the early 1820s by his parents, John and Mary Randolph Edwards. His parents settled in Cincinnati, 

Ohio and in 1838, James Edwards migrated to New Orleans, Louisiana. He died in Houston, Texas 
on May 5, 1866 and is buried in Cypress Grove Cemetery, New Orleans, Lousiana. 

" New Orleans, 12 Sept., 1841 

Dear Father, 
~~, « » » The yallow fever is raging in our City, which makes business dull, But the Physicians 
and undertakers are all fully employed, it is a solemn scene, to witness the many hearses bearing 
their lifeless brethrens to the grave, Some attended by a large concourse of friends, whose death 
they deeply regret, or perhaps, some desolate stranger who has left his friends and his home, toseek 
his fortune in our Southern Clime; then he goes without a single person following after him, to perform, 
the last rites of friendship, when perhaps - - a loving wife - - an affectionate Mother of a kind Sister 
is anticipating his return (to a home long deserted) with wealth enough for their future enjoyment in 
life, upwards of 60 Deaths per Day and on the increase. 

You will hear the Physicians carriages moving at all hours of the night, or the messengers 
hasty step, wending his way towards some apothecary's Shop to get relief for his Father, Mother, 
Sister of Brother or perhaps, some dear friend who is lying prostrate with the disease. Then again | 
you will hear the rapid movements of one of our Charitable associations (which are formed by the 
young men of our City, for the relief of those poor and destitute families who are unable to obtain 
help for themselves) performing his nightly rounds, and administering relief to all that need his assis- 
tance. 

As yet - - Mr. Boon is untouch'd. It is almost amusing to see the consternation and alarm, 
depicted in the countenances of those who are unacclimated, and have as yet escaped. But like true 
Patriots they nerve themselves to meet its coming with all its terrors. 

To convey to your mind an idea of the distress occasioned by the fell destroyer, I would re- 
fer you to the days of 1832, when the cholera was in your City. 

Have you seen Capt. Doxon - he promised to write to me. Where is Mr. Gale, his Brother 
has not heard from him for some time, and does not know where to direct his letters. I have seen Mr. 
Onthnait he is still following the carpenters trade. 

I would advise you to keep Edward and William at school as long as possible for they cannot 
be better employed, and you will never regret the amount expended for their advancement... . 

Give my love to Mother and all the family. That they may enjoy Peace and Happiness is the 
sincere prayer of 

Son, 
Jas. Edwards.

Dear Eliza, 

Your esteemed favour dated 18 Sept. , 1841 came duly to hand which I assure you gave me much 
pleasure. Since I wrote you last the hand of affliction has pressed heavily on me, tis true I have not 
lost any relations, But some of my nearest and dearest of friends have been torn from me as it were 
almost without a moments warning and sent unprepared before their Maker, during the Season it has 
fallen my lot to witness many of my friends languishing upon beds fo sickness when but a few days prev- 
ious they had pictured themselves a life of future happiness tc. last night we had a severe frost it being 
the only means of driving the disease from our City. Already new faces appear and those who have 
been absent during the summer months are now reinstated in their business affairs. The "Saint Charles" 
was crowded last evening, and today J have just returned from the "Grave Yards" having witnessed the 
way in which the French Catholicks celebrate (what they term) all "Saints Day", there were thousands 
present.

John Edmondson and wife were members of the Primitive Bap- 
tist Church at nearby Bethel Church where he was received and 
baptized September, 1834, and she was received and baptized in 
December, 1834.
